The Bathroom Should Strive 


for Perfection in Fixtures 


ably the smallest room in the 

house, if modern, should have 
perfection in equipment and fix- 
tures. It is also not enough to have 
one bathroom for a family. One 
should have two at least, but in « 
more pretentious home there should 
be a bathroom for each bed chamber 
or one between every two bed cham- 
bers, 

The walls and floors of a bathroom 
should be of such a material and fin- 
ish that they may be easily washed 
or sponged. Tiled walls are in order, 
or if the householder does not care 
for that, may be tiled to a height of 
six or four feet or they may be left 
in the smooth plaster, which should 
be painted, enameled or covered with 
composition ollcloth to get a amooth, 
sanitary finish. 

Color. 

Occasionally one may introduce a 
bit of color by using a delicately 
colored paint above the tile or for 
the entire wall. Delicate colors are 
far more appropriate in a bathroom 
than heavy, dark colors. If you 
prefer a suggestion of color in an 
otherwise all-white bathroom, a 
plain band of either green, rose, blue 
or yellow, one and one-half inches 
wide, may be painted on the wall 
just above the tile or in a large 
square pane! effect on the four walls.
